It 
said that the Communists’ refusal to 
reopen negotfaitons left the governs 
ment no course but to continue the 
policy of. “political democratisation” 
with the assistance of the minority 
pariies.—Asésocinted Press. 


SIGNAL FOR ALL-OUT WAR? 


Washington, Jun. 30. 

The United States abruptly ended 
n year's effort to pmeciate between 
China's warring factions und an+ 
nounced to-day that most of the re- 
maining United States Marines and 
army forces there would be pulled 
out shortly. ‘ 


Secretary of State Marshall's action 
was announced simultancously here 
and jn Nanking, It put squarely up 
to the Chinese themselves the tas 
of working out their salvation and 
ralsed u bly question mark  ovel 
future United States volicy ioward 
China, 

Both among diylonuats here and in 
Nankiiny it was viewed as a Hkely 
aby nol— for -p -full-senle-—elvii——war, 
long brewing between Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalist Government, and 
the Chincse Communists. 

Nevertheless some hope remained 
that the move would spur the Na- 
tionalists into glving thelr govern- 
ment'a broad base of “liberal” cle- 
ments ag urfed by Marshall on his 
return this month ta become accre- 
fary of state, Meee 

“The assumption of leadership by 
the NMberals in. the “government,” 
Marshall sold then would be “the 
salvation: of the situation.’ 

The withdrawal ' of American 
forces from. China has been urged 
by Russia and ogitated by Chinese 
students but there was no hint 
among diplomatic authoritics that 
the American action was almed at 
Placating either, 

With the departure of the 9,000 
Army men. and Marines only a re- 
lative handful of America's armed 
forces will remain on Chinese soll.
